..n foot m o v e s at t h e rate of about three miles an hour, which 
: , less than five f e e t a second. A n automobile going at a speed 
of 12 miles an hour m o v e s about 18 feet in a second. 
That 
Hpeed, h o w e v e r , is moderate and is far more 
likely 
to be 
e x c e e d e d than maintained, if the conditions permit. 
T w e n t y 
miles an hour to an automobilist is slow if t h e environment 
is such that he can "let 'er out." 
With the latter speed t h e 
car travels nearly 3 0 f e e t in one second. 
E v e n 30 miles is a 
common speed, if n o traffic officer is near and t h e road 
is 
open. 
A pedestrian m a y believe that the road is clear and 
start across. It requires about eight seconds to cross a 40-foot 
street. In t h a t period of time a car at the start a square a w a y 
and travelinj? at a 12-mile speed will not be a menace, but a 
20-mile car will e n d a n g e r the w a l k e r if he does 
not hurry,

A considerable percentage of automobile drivers proceed 
on the assumption that it is the duty of the person on foot to 
get out of t h e w a y . 
Because of this the peril of the street is 
increased greatly. 
If t h e pedestrian had assurance that t h e 
driver had as great a desire not to run d o w n a person on foot 
«s the latter h a s to avoid such an event, the feeling of safety 
would be a u g m e n t e d . 
H o w e v e r , it is not possible f o r the | 
i.erson crossing in front of an oncoming 
car to 
determine ' 
w h e t h e r the driver is considerate of others or is one of those 
reckless persons w h o disregards the rights of others. 
There 
are automobile drivers w h o have regard for t h e safety 
of 
others on t h e h i g h w a y . 
Such d o not run down pedestrians 
wantonly. 
It is true that accidents m a y occur to t h e most 
ronMHk'ralc of drivers. The person on foot m a y be entirely at 
fault. 


T h e street and roads are public property and all have 
equal rights to use them properly. 
N o n e h a s a right to use 
them improperly. T h e automobilist w h o indulges in excessive 
speed s W a s t o imperil those w h o have equal rights is an offend­ 
er of public safety and repeated offenses should dprive h i m 
of the privilege of the use of the road in the interest of protec­ 
tion to t h e greater number. 
T h e automobile is a vehicle of 
great value. It tills an insistent demand. 
It will not do to let 
it become an instrument of slaughter by abuse. The: pedestrian 
should not take u n d u e chances but at the s a m e time h e should 
be protected in his right to the road in safety. 
In his own 
interest the pedestrian will e n d e a v o r not to misjudge the speed 
ol an approaching car. T h e automobile driver must be m a d e 
jo understood that he must consider t h e pedestrian also. 
It 
is a mutual obligation and it observance mutally would pre­ 
vent many 
accidents.

The automobilist who indulges in excessive 
speed (flfiaS to imperil those who have equal rights is an offend- 
er of public safety and repeated offenses should dprive him 
of the privilege of''the use of the road in the interest of protec- 
tion to the greater number. 
The automobile is a vehicle of 


great value. It fills an insistent demand. It will not do to let 
it become an instrument of slaughter by abuse. The; pedestrian 
tthould not take undue-chances but at the same time he should 
be protected in his right to the road in safety.
